Your  committee  are  aWe  to  report  that  the  past  year  has  been 
a  very  profitable  one  in  the  history  of  our  schools. 

In  the  primary  schools,  while  no  great  changes  are  to  be 
noted,  the  satisfactory  standing  of  former  years  has  been  main- 
tained. Although  the  work  in  these  schools  is  more  monoto- 
nous than  in  any  others,  the  teachers  keep  up  a  lively  enthu- 
siasm in  their  work,  and  study  to  interest  their  scholars  and 
improve  their  schools. 

With  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term  quite  a  change  was  made 
in  the  organization  of  the  Grammar  School.  Formerly  the 
whole  school  occupied  one  room,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  principal,  and  the  assistant's  classes  marched  in  and  out 
of  the  recitation  room  for  each  lesson.  Now  the  school  is 
divided,  and  each  division  occupies  a  separate  room,  which  is 
used  both  for  studv  and  recitations,  thus  bringing  the  classes  of 
the  assistant  teacher  imder  her  personal  oversight  while  study- 
ing, as  well  as  while  reciting.  This  has  proved  a  very  satis- 
factorv  arrangement.     Bv  it  time  is  saved  and   much  confusion 
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avoided.  For  convenience  in  making  the  change,  the  High 
and  Grammar  Schools  have  exchanged  locations,  the  former 
now  occupying  the  second  and  the  latter  the  lower  floor  of  the 
building. 

In  the  High  School  both  teachers  and  scholars  exhibit  great 
enthusiasm  in  their  work.  Under  its  present  able  instructors 
the  school  seems  to  have  taken  a  new  lease  of  life.  While  the 
attendance  has  increased,  it  is  not  by  any  means  what  it  should 
be.  This  seems  to  argue  that  there  is  a  lack  of  appreciation. 
on  the  part  of  parents  and  young  people,  of  the  advantages 
that  are  here  freely  offered.  One  of  the  best  methods  of  over- 
coming this  indifference,  is  by  introducing  such  studies  as  will 
have  a  practical  bearing  on  the  after  life  of  those  whose  edu- 
cation terminates  with  the  close  of  their  connection  with 
this  school.  The  teachers  and  committee  have  labored  with 
this  end  in  view  ;  but  to  fullv  realize  their  desires,  the  English 
course  should  be  made  to  occupy  an  equal  length  of  time  with 
the  Classical,  so  that  some  studies  of  direct  business  utility 
might  be  added  to  the  course,  and  more  time  be  given  to  some 
of  the  studies  now  taken.  To  do  this  would  require  another 
assistant ;  but  we  think  the  benefit  would  more  than  repay  the 
additional  outlay.  With  this  arrangement,  we  would  recom- 
mend that  Algebra  and  Physiology  be  taken  from  the  Grammar 
School  and  placed  in  the  High  School  course,  thereby  giving 
time  for  a  more  thorough  study  of  the  elementary  branches  of 
learning  in  the  former  school. 

During  the  year  additions  have  been  made  to  the  High 
School  library.  The  Cyclopedias  and  other  books  have  been 
I'ebound  and  put  in  first-class  order,  and  by  adding  a  few  new 
books  from  time  to  time,  the  school  will  soon  accumulate 
a  valuable  reference  library.  Through  the  kindness  of  one  ot 
our  citizens,  twenty-five  volumes  have  been  adtled  to  the  li- 
brary and  a  quadrant  to  the  philosophical  apparatus.  Also, 
five  ofentlemen    contributed   twent\-five    dollars    for  books  and 
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apparatus.  We  hope  their  good  example  may  be  followed  by 
other  friends  of  the  school.  The  school  now  has  about  one 
hundred  volumes  in  the  library,  one  hundred  geological  speci- 
mens, and  a  fair  amount  of  chemical  and  physical  apparatus. 
Additions  should  be  made,  however,  as  the  greater  the  facilities 
for  independent  investigation  may  be,  the  higher  the  standard 
of  scholarship  that  will  be  attained. 

The  committee  have  purchased  Unabridged  Dictionaries,  so 
that  all  the  schools,  from  the  second  primaries  up,  are  now  sup- 
plied with  them.  The  advantage  in  scholars  early  learning  to 
use  the  dictionary  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  the  proper 
meaning  and  pronunciation  of  the  words  they  meet  daily  in  their 
lessons,  is  too  obvious  to  need  comment. 

Believing  it  their  duty  to  make  the  expense  of  sending  chil- 
dren to  school  bear  as  lightly  as  possible  on  their  parents,  the 
committee  have  avoided  changing  text-books  as  far  as  was  con- 
sistent with  the  good  of  the  schools.  The  only  change,  af- 
fecting any  number  of  scholars,  being  in  Geographies.  By 
making  this  change,  we  secured  a  superior  work,  containing 
nearly  one-half  more  matter,  for  about  seventy  per  cent,  of  the 
price  the  scholars  were  paying  for  the  book  we  were  using. 
The  saving  will  in  a  short  time  much  more  than  repay  the 
present  outlay. 

By  the  liberality  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  in  appropri- 
ating the  necessary  means,  the  Prudential  Committee  were 
able  to  make  extensive  repairs  and  improvements  on  the  High 
School  building  during  the  summer  vacation.  That  the 
money  provided  was  not  only  economically,  but  also  discreet- 
Iv  expended,  the  most  cursory  examination  of  the  work  will 
abundantly  prove.  The  brick-work,  roof  and  belfry  have  been 
put  in  complete  I'epair,  new  stairs  have  been  provided,  the 
ceilings  sheathed  in  place  of  the  old  plastering,  the  building 
fitted  with  new  furniture,  and  painted  throughout  in  an  ex- 
ceedingly tasteful  manner.     The  out-buildings   have   also  been

put  in  excellent  repair  and  much  improved  in  their  surround- 
ings. The  partitions  in  that  part  of  the  building  occupied  by 
the  High  School  have  been  changed,  so  that  besides  the  large 
school-room,  they  have  a  pleasant  recitation  room  and  a  con- 
venient chemical  laboratory.  New  windows  also  add  much  to 
the  comfort  of  the  rooms.  Whereas  in  former  years  it  has  fre- 
quently been  necessary  to  dismiss  the  schools  on  account  of  the 
chilliness  of  the  building,  during  the  present  severe  winter 
the_^teachers  report  that  it  has  at  all  times  been  perfectly  com- 
fortable, though  a  considerably  smaller  amount  of  fuel  has 
been  consumed  than  in  previous  years. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  congratulate  the  inhabitants  of  the 
district  on  having  in  this  building  some  of  the  neatest  and  best 
arranged  school-rooms  that  are  to  be  found  in  New  England.

The  schools  in  these  two  districts  are,  as  they  always  have 
been,  too  small  to  accomplish  well  the  object  of  their  existence. 
It  has  been  demonstrated  repeatedly,  here  and  elsewhere,  that 
the  small  schools  fail  because  they  cannot  furnish  that  most 
natural  and  effective  stimulus  to  effort,  either  in  school  or  out, 
which  arises  from  companionship  and  rivalry. 
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I  can  only  reiterate,  therefore,  my  suggestion  of  former 
years,  that  these  districts  unite  with  District  No.  3,  under  one 
school  board,  and  that  the  two  schools  of  Districts  Nos.  1  and 
2  be  consolidated. 

This  plan  has  been  adopted  recently  in  a  large  number  of 
towns  in  this  state,  with  excellent  results. 

The  teachers  of  these  two  districts  have  performed  their 
duties  with  creditable  diligence  and  skill,  and  the  schools  are  in 
as  good  condition  as  at  any^time  during  my  acquaintance  with 
them,  or  as  they  are  likely  to  be  until  the  crying  evil  which  I 
have  mentioned  is  in  some  way  remedied. 

This  report  together  with  the  report  of  the  Committee  for 
District  No.  3,  is  respectfully  submitted.
